WASHINGTON,. July. 31.— 
—The agricultural situation in 
the United States promises farm- 
ers some increased economic lev- 
erage this year, the Department 
of Agriculture today said, in an- 
nouncing that the index of pur- 
chasing power of farm products 
[was seventy-nine as compared 
with the year 1913, representing 
|100. That is ten per cent high- 
er than at any time in the last 
four years. In its monthly re- 
view the department takes issue 
with those who have estimated a 
$1,000,000,000 increase in the 
value of the wheat crop over last 
year’s crop. 

“It is possible that United States 
wheat growers will get from $109,-

“There are 2700 unemployed ex- 
|service men in Edmonton,” dewlared 
W. T. Rice, who has charge of the 
jemployment department of the 
Great War Veterans’ Association at 
}the Memorial Hall. The outlook is 
|}distinctly discouraging, each day 
ladding to the list, and unless some 
| very decided improvement takes 
|place in the near future the pros 
| pects for the coming winter will be 
igioomy in the extrerne. The large 
|majority of the men at present un- 
lemployed have families dependent 
upcea them. 

“There are no farm jobs on the 
list at present in the office.” cor- 
tinued Mr. Rice, “and many miners 
are daily registering for work 
Farming and mining are two of the 
principal industries offering 
ployment in the Province, and with 
these in a quiet state the situation 
may be regarded as very serious. 

“We have been looking to a big 
Alberta harvest as a solution to the 
problem, and even that looks re- 
mote, but even if we did have a 
bumper crop the working period is 
too short to allow the men to make 
a grub etake big enough to carry 
them over the winter. 

“The Association is finding grefi 
difficulty in obtaining work for a 
great many applicants that are suf- 
fering from minor disablements 
which prevent them from doing 
really strenuous labor. We have 
ste@dy list of over thirty such cases. 

“Last year the unemployed ex- 
service men found employment on 
the pipe line, but this is not avail- 
able this year. It is true that the 
elevator work is taking a certa‘n 
number of men, but now oniy 305 
are employed there, and recently a 
great numper of laborers were laic 
off,” he concluded.

|Leacock’s Place As Humorist 
Demonstrated By Recep-

“There are three outstanding 
Canadian humorists,” declar ‘ §. A, 
Corbett of the Extension Depart- 
ment of the University of Alberta, 
during his adéress on Canadian 
Humorists at the Retary luncheon 
yesterday. They are Haliburton, 
Drummond, and Leacock, and Mr. 
Corbett considered that Drummond 
was the greatest of the three. 

“Under the ‘nom de plume’ of Sam 
Slick, Haliburton first came to the 
notice of the Canadian reader in 
the Nova Scotian, and it was not 
long before he was recognized as 
ene of the great humorists of his 
day. He injected into his books a 
shrewd philosophy, a keen insight 
into human nature and a delightful 
strain of humor that gave pleas- 
ure, enjoyment and 
all who read his works. 

“Willlam Henry Drummond wilt 
always be remembered as the out- 
Standing humorist of his time A 
great and generous soul( possessed 
ofatender sentiment anda fine 
jtact, he had in his French-Cana- 
dian poems depicted truly the hab- 
itant life of Quebec, He was incap- 
able of ridicule, and he could see 
only that. which was fine and good 
in human nature. 

“I do not know how to classify 
Stephen Leacock, he is both o great 
humorist and also a political ccono- 
mist, but he is known (throughout 
the world as a humorist. ‘The best 
illustration of jis humor is to jet 
you hear his own words, “Mr, Cor- 
bett then read selections from "We 
have with us tonight,”” and judging 
by the laughter that greeted the 
reading there is no doubt of the 
place that Leacock holds as a4 
humorist. 

The address was thoronghly en- 
joyed by the Rotarians, and a 
hearty vote of thanks was tendered 
the speaker.

Edmonton Health Records 
Compare Favorably With 
Other Cities 


CARE IS NEEDED 


Closing of Schools Has Had 
Little Effect In Reducing 
Spread 


| 


Edmonton is having and had had 
a large number of cases of scarlet 
fever, and every precaution should 
be taken against it, but Badmonton 
is far from being alone in that re- 
spect, acoording to Dr, Thomas H. 
Whitelaw, City Health Officer. 

“IL do not want to lessen the im- 
Pression that has been given out re- 


cently that we are having a great 
deal of scarlet fever, but I would 
like to point out that we are no 


worse off than almost every other 
city in Canada and the United 
States,” said Dr, Whitelaw to a 
Bulletin reporter yesterday. 

“For the past five years scarlet 
fever has been very prevalent all 
over North Amerioa, although many 
of the cases have been so mild that 
they have escaped detection. 

Make Unjust Comparison, 

“In comparing the amount of 
sickness in two or mors cities, peo- 
ple are too ready to accept official 
reports of the number of cases, If 
they would compare the number of 
deaths from the disease, they would 
have a more just comparison. For 
example, the city of Hamilton re- 
ports only a few more case: of scar- 
jet fever than Edmonton had last 
year, but whereas they report six 
deaths, we had but three, I believe 
that indicates that our health offi- 
clals were more industrious in fer- 
reting out and reporting the dis- 
ease than those of the city men- 
tioned, That made our disease record 
look bigger, but at the same time 
enabled us to fight the disease bet- 
ter and keep the deaths down, 

“The Hamilton report points out 
that a large number of mild cases 
escape detection, since the sickness 
is very slight and of short duration, 
and no physician is called. That 
condition is just what we are strug- 
gling against in Edmonton. It can- 
not be too often repeated that cases 
of sore throat and slight rash, eveu 
though mild, may be searlet fever, 
and if so spread the contagion, Wv- 
ery such case should be viewed with 
suspicion by parents, if the disease 
is to be kept down.” 

Dr. Whitelaw further said that 
the amouat of contagious and in- 
fectious diseases of children, such 
as searlet fever, measies and chick-~- 
enpox, had not been noticeably re- 
duced with the closing of the school 
season this year, as it had in the 
past few years, He was hopeful of 
j}such a change soon, however,
